of disbursements over receipts, as the repeal 
of the war revenue tax became effective 
‘then, and at that period the expenditures 
are always heavy. The deficit at the end of 
July amounted to about $7,500,000. 

But it was predicted at that time that the 
deficit would be wiped out within six or 
eight weeks, and possibly by the end of 
August. As already mentioned in these dis- 
patches, one factor seems to have been left 
out of consideration, as noaccount was taken 
of the rebates to persons who hold war 
revenue stamps. This will amount to néarly 
$3,000,000 and may defer the time when the 
deficit will be wiped out. 

Within the last few days there have been 
indications which lead the treasury officials 
to believe that shortly the average daily re- 
ceipts of the government for an extended 
period will exceed the disbursements. Dur- 
ing the first week of Augtst the customs 
receipts amounted co $6,008,680, and last week 
they exceeded the first week’s receipts by 
about $1,000,000. For the last three days 
the customs receipts have averaged $1,250,- 
p00 a day. 

The increased receipts indicate that the 
fall mercantile trade is increasing, and it its 
believed from now on the customs receipts 
will average, $1,000,000 a day until November. 
Although the expenditures of the government 
will be heavy for sometime to come on ac- 
count of the rebates on revenue stamps, the 
other sources. of unusually heavy expendi- 


tures have disappeared. On the other hand 


the government receipts have increased ma- 
terlally and there has been a balance on the 
right side of the ledger for the last five days 
in the aggregate to nearly 
§2,500,000. }

The fact that congress, at its 
last session, repealed the war revenue taxes, 
causing a probable falling off in receipts for 
the present fiscal year of about $75,000,000, 
opts not Secretary Shaw unfevor- 
There is a good chance that the end of 
the fiscal year will show a substantial sur- 
plus in the treasury, and, although he has 
named no figure, Secretary Shaw would not 
be surprised if the amount reached $25,000,- 
000. Even if congress should revise the 
tariff at the coming session, making consid- 
erable reductions in the rates on‘certain im- 
ported merchandise, it is not likely the 
changes would take effect until the begin- 
ning of the next fiscal year. This would have 
the effect of decreasing the revenues for a 
time, but unless something is done in this 
direction, and during the continuance of the 
phenomenal prosperity, large receipts are 
likely to be in excess of the expenditures.

‘Madagascar a vert at Lyons, who in 
Cattle Raising. says: ‘‘Business men

gascar state that a profitable cattle trade 
may soon be opened between that colony 
and the Transvaal. The southern part of the 
island is a rich field for raising cattle and 
is good for little else. The cattle now there, 
owned by the natives, number from 800,000 
to 1,000,000. In Madagascar cattle can be 
bought for $19.30 per head or less, and they 
will sell in the Transvaal for $67.50, 
“It is announced in one of the Paris pa- 
pers that 6,000 head of cattle were trans- 
ported from Madagascar to the Transvaal 
this year at a profit of $115,800. Parties 
embarking in the business should own a 
steamer and have capital enough to pur- 
chase several thousand head of cattle at 
once. Many of the native chiefs own as 
many as 10,000 head of cattle, which they 
want to sell; and they will know enough to 


advance their prices whenever appearances 


indicate the opening of a good market. 
“Prospective farmers, it is noted in a 
pamphiet, should be settled in small colonies 
numbering twenty or thirty men each. The 
type of settlement will vary with the char- 
acter of the district in which it is placed, the 


} individual holdings consisting of irrigated 


land for tillage, mixed tillage, and grazing 
ground, or larger allotments for grazing, ac- 
cording as circumstances may suggest. In 
the larger colonies model farms, managed 
directly under the government by salaried 
agents, will be provided. The first colonies 
will be placed in good districts with an as- 
gured water supply, reasonably near both 
railways and markets, and the less promis- 
ing areas will be occupied only as the coun- 
try is gradually opened up by more extended 
irrigation and improved transit. 

“As to the size of the farms, twenty acres 
is pronounced sufficient for fruit or tobacco 
farming, and the same extent of ground, 
well watered and with a certain amount of 
grazing land added, is the minimum sug- 
gested for mixed farming. For stock farm- 
ing pure and simple 2,000 acres in a good 
district, or 3,000 in one not so good in char- 
acter, is asserted to be the minimum.” =

The president of the union 
is especially pleased at two of the condi- 
tions of the offer. One is the recognition of 
the union and the other is the systematizing 
of the tripping service. 


Approves Tripping System. 

‘‘The tripping system proposed is the best 
in the country,’ said Mr. Mahon. “ By it the 
tripping hours are fixed right. The tripper is 
to receive $1.75 for work of six hours or less, 
and if heis held over six hours he is to receive 
ten hours’ pay. This means that trippers | 
will receive at least $1.75 on each day they 
made a trip. I think the men ought to ac- 
cept the proposition, but of course they have 
the right to say what they shall do.” 

“The proposition of the street car com- 
panies is a good one,” said Organizer Pratt. 
“The men are the ones, however, to say 
whether it isacceptable tothem. They know 
what they want, and their vote on Monday 
will tell whether they believe the offer is the 
best they can get.”” 

“The street car men are getting recogni- 
tion of their unfon for the asking,” said Mr. 
McCormack. The carpenters have fought 
for years for that concession and have not 
received it. We have refused advances in 
wages and other concessions for the sake 
of this recognition, and now it is offered the 
street car men, I think they ought not to 


hesitate to accept it.” 
Women Take Boys’ Places. 


Women were put to work yesterday in sev- 
eral downtown office buildings to take the 
places of the striking I. D. T. messenger 
boys, and President Lioyd of the company 
says that the women will be retained. Those 
put to work yesterday were confined to mes- 
senger service within the buildings in which 
they were stationed. They were secured by 
an advertisement which offered them §1 a | 
day for the work. 

While no minimum age limit was made, it 
was the policy of the company to engage 
women out of their ’teens at least, while 
some of the new messengers are said to have 
left their majority several years behind. 

, Supt..G. L. Crackle announced that the 
striking messengers who have been causing 
the trouble on the streets will not be taken.

‘* Of 550 messengers in our employ 200 have 
struck,” he said. ‘“ Of these one-half have 
staid at home and are behaving themselves. 
The other 100 are rioting on the streets.

The former execu- 
tive, Chester Greenmayer, has secured other 
work.

Scores of striking messenger boys mingled 
in a wild scramble yesterday afternoon in 
front of the Rookery building, while a 
shower of small coins fell into La Salle 
From nearly ever upper floor of the 
big building.men, and in many instances 
women, threw handfuls of coins into the 
street, while hundreds of pedestrians paused 
to watch the boys struggle for their share. 
The rain of money lasted nearly half an hour, 
when suddenly the boys seampered down 
La Salle street to Jackson boulevard and 
turned east to the Western Union building. 
It subsequently developed that the distribu- 
tion of money was a ruse of the former em- 
ployers of the boys, and that while the 
strikers were scrambling in the street new 
messengers were being hired to fill their 
places. 


Paternal Trouble Causes Strike. 


Internal troubles seem to be at the bottom 

of a strike that was called on the new Mar- 
shall Field building yesterday. At the head- 
quarters of the various unions last evening 
it was claimed that the steamfitters, helpers, 
painters, decorators, and architectural iron 
workers had quit work on the building. The 
reason assigned was that the carpenters at 
work on the building are doing the work that 
was being done by the electricians when the 
latter struck on Aug. 1. 

Secretary William Penje of the Lake Sea- 
men’s union announced yesterday that after 
Sept. 1 there will be a general increase of 
wages on vessels on the great lakes. The in- 
crease was initiated at-the seamen’s union 
conference last winter, and has been ratified 
by a referendum vote. The new scale increas- 
es wages from $45 to $52.50 a month on steam- 
ers and tow barges, and from §2 to $2.25 a day 
on schooners. Secretary Penje says he be- 
lieves the new scale will be accepted by the 
vessel owners.

ON JAIME, only son of the Spanish 
pretender, Don Carlos, and the prince 
upon whom all the hopes of the legit- 
imist party in Spain are centered, has 
just been involved in a 

able affair which resulted in his being 
challenged to fight a duel by a Hungarian 
lawyer of the name of Wahrmann, one of 
the members of the bar at Buda- 
Pesth. 


The challenge was issued by the lawyer 


and resulted in an apology on the part of the 
prince,, which all of his friends and political 
adherents have been busy since endeavoring 
to explain. According to some he yielded 
in the matter to the entreaties of his polit- 
ical adherents, who dispatched the Carlist 
Count Comma in hot haste to Buda-Pesth 
in order to point out to the prince that he 
had no right to endanger the entire future 
of the legitimist cause in Spain, for which 
they and their fathers had made.so many 
sacrifices of treasure and of blood, by fight- 
ing a duel with a man of not even noble 
rank over a quarrel arising from a drunken 
brawl at the card table. According to others 


.Don Jaimé deferred in the affair to the 


Solicitations of his father’s younger brother, 
the infant Don Alfonso, who, a devout man, 
has assumed the leadership of the Anti-Duel- 
ing league, which has been formed under the 
auspices of the Roman Catholic church, and 


in particular of the pope. Others again give 


a still less friendly explanation of the affair. 

Whatever the reason, the fact remains that 
the prince did not fight, and while in any 
other instance this might have passed un- 
heeded, there is no doubt that it has done 
serious harm to the reputation of Don Jaimé. 
For pretenders must be ready at all times 
to risk their lives, and the moment that they 
acquire a name for showing more discretion 
than boldness in bac up their utterances 
their cause is seriously damaged, if not 

; 

The dispute which led to the issue of the 
challenge to mortal combat arose during the 
course of a game of cards, after a particu- 
leriy jovial supper given by Count Felix 
Harnoncourt at his country seat, not far 
from Pesth, and at which Don Jaimé and 
lawyer, Wahrmann, were among the gugsts. 
All had supped, not wisely but too wely, and 
when during the course of the gam elaw- 
yer, in fun, reproved one of the other players 
for some foolish playing by telling him that 
he acted like a fool, the man to whom it 
was addressed immediately took up the re- 
mark seriously, and deciared not only that 
he would play no longer but that he would 
send his seconds on the following day to 
demand satisfaction for the insult to which 
he had been subjected. . 

Don Jaimé, instead of trying to smooth 


over matters, made them much worse by ex-_ 


claiming that it was impossible, in his opin- 
fon, for any one to fight a duel with Wabhr- 


mann, owing to the fact that the latter was 


a& Jew, and, as such, incapable of meeting 
any one on the so-called ** field of honor.” 

To this Wahrmann indignantly replied that 
he had not a drop of Jewish biood in his 
veins, and apostrophized the prince in such 
@ manner that the latter’s host, Count Har- 
noncousm, felt himself compelled to interfere 
and to call the lawyer to order, whereupon 
the latter. UWkewise challenged the count. 
The count fought a duel with the lawyer with 


pistols, and an encounter likewise took place — 


between the lawyer and the other member of 
the party whom he had called a fool, but 
the prince apologized, and did not fight. 

There is no doubt that this attitude of 
the young infant will be turned to the ut- 
most account by the Spanish government 
and by its adherents, with the object of 
diminishing his popularity in Spain, and 
thereby damaging the cause which he rep- 
resents, and that the fact that he has de- 
clined to fight a duel will be counted against 
him by..a people so punctilous as the Span- 
fards on the score of hotior, and so ready at 


all times to defend the latter with: knife, 
pistol, or sword. 

It is a singular fact that every one of 
the pretenders at the present moment, with 
the solitary exception of the claimant to 
the throne of Naples, enjoys the reputation 
of being imbued with more discretion than 
valor—a condition of affairs which con- 
tributes in no smal] measure to diminish 
any danger that they might otherwise con- 
stitute to the existing governments of the 
countries over which they aspire to rule. 

Especially is this the case with the Duke 
of Orleans, who is bitterly denounced by 
many of the more active royalists in France 
for his cowardice, owing to his refusal to 
show himself on French soil whenever his 


@ppearance on the scene might have 


crowned with success a monarchical coup 
d'état, and resulted in the overthrow of the 
republic and in the reéstablishment of the 
throne in France. At each moment of great 
crisis he has been got within an hour’s dis- 
tance of the French frontier. But neither 
the entreaties of his followers nor even the 
encouragement, of his wife have ever suc- 


ceeded in inducing him to cross the Rubicon 


and to risk imprisonment for the sake of his 
cause. 


Prince Victor -Napoleon, the head of the 
Bonapartist party in France, is charged 
with similar discretion, and is, moreover, 
reputed to be afraid of riding on horse- 
back, owing to his frequent misadventures 
while out riding. The personal courage of 
Don Carlos himself hag never been his strong 
point, as those who took part in the last 


Carlist insurrection will be ready to testify. 


Indeed, every single pretender now living. 
with the exception of the Count of Caserta, 
claimant to the throne of Naples, who dis- 
tinguished himself by his bravery in the last 
Carlist insurrection, displays a pronounced 
reluctance to risk life, fortune, or liberty for 


‘the sake of his cause, and seems to prefer | 


to remain in safety, awaiting a summons 
from his followers and adherents to ascend 
the throne, to which he will only respond 
after all element of danger has been entirely 
removed. 

It is not in this way that pretensions to 
crowns are enforced. And there is no doubt 
that had not Louis Napoleon twice ap- 
peared in France, once at Strasburg and 
the other time at Boulogne, for the purpose 
of promoting a Bonapartist rising, each 
venture being followed by long terms of im- 
prisonment, he would not. have on his 
third attempt secured possession’ of the 
throne and reigned over France for eighteen 
years as Emperor Napoleon III. 

Don Jaimé is a small man, of unimposing 

appearance, who, while officer of Russian 


cavalry at Warsaw, acquired for himself a. 


more or less deserved reputation for drunk- 
enness. He served. with the Russian forces 
out in China and took part in the assault 
on Mukden, the capital of Manchuria, sus- 
taining a slight wound, and being decorated 
with the Or of St. George. : 


| But it is -ddubtful if this was accorded to 


him for any -act of exceptional bravery, or 
merely because he happened to be the sole 
prince of the blood, serving with the allied 
forces in the far east. 

Whatever doubts may have existed about 
the matter will now be determined in a man- 
ner unfavorable to the infant, owing to his 
refusal to fight the duel with Wahrmann. > 

It has always excited a good deal of re- 
mark that while the czar and the imperial 
family of Russia treat Prince Louis Napo- 
leon, who is also in the Muscovite army, as 
one of themselves, as a member of the im- 
perial circle, and as a near and dear kins- 
man, they have invariably held themselves 
aloof from Don Jaimé, whose royalty is of 
a much more illustrious character than that 
of “Gen. Bonaparte.”” Don Jaimé has re- 
cently left the service of Russia and lives 
for the most part in Austria.

Callahan lifted his hands above his head 
to ward off the lash. Then he retreated 
toward the Randoiph street entrance of the 
city hall. The woman fo:lowed, striking him 
and denouncing him for improper conduct. 
A large crowd gathered about the couple. 
Men and women rushed from the hotel and 
left their seats in street cars to witness the 
whipping. 

Several policemen in the city hall heard 
the shouts of the crowd and ran out to see 
what was the matter. The policemen pushed 
their way to Callahan's. side with difficu:ty.
